WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—(UP) 
Secretary of Commerce Daniel 
Roper tonight reported a 10 per cent 
increase in national income in 1935 
and predicted more prosperity and 
fewer hardships for the American peo- 
ple in 1036. 

In an optimistic New Year's state- 
ment, the cabinet officer noted many 
signs throughout the nation which he 
said indicated plainly that the general 
cumulative forces of recovery were 
gaining headway daily. Among these, 
he listed: 

A 10 per-cent increase in factory 
employment. 

A 25 per cent ircrease in factory 
pay rolls.

A 25 per cent increase in produc- 
tion of durable goods.

Recular light service was available 
at St. Joseph's Infirmary, the Geor- 
gia Raptist.

Georgia HBaptist 
has gas lights for emergency use in 
the corridors, but only candles and 
flashlights are available for room use.

Most of the fats or oils in food are 
either naturally poor in vitamins or 
such foods are robbed of any vita- 
mins they naturally contain, by re- 


‘fining or other processes, 


It does not seem to me logical to 


/ assume that too much fat can of it- 


self cause hardening of the arteries, 


nor does it seem logical to attempt 
/to cut down the fat in the diet as a 
/measure of prevention or treatment of 


arteriosclerosis. 
Poor people may not buy so much 


‘fat in the form of fresh meats and 


butter and cream and eggs as the well- 
to-do generally consume but they do 
include fair proportions of lard or lard 


substitutes and oleomargarins in their 
food budgets. The rich man’s fat ra- 
tion happens to contain more vita- 
mins than the poor man’s ration does, 


as a rule. -Refined food fats or oils 
are poor sources of vitamins, but milk 


cream, butter and eggs are excellent 


sources of vitamins, especially vita- 
min G. 

Quoting from the booklet “Build- 
ing Vitality” (copy for ten cents and 
stamped envelope bearing your ad- 
dress}: “One of the scientists who 
isolated vitamin C—known as ascor 
bic acid or cebion—teported recently 
his opinion that thie vitamin pro- 
tects against arterios¢lerosis and oth- 
er manifestations of old age.”

AH, WILDERNESS! WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—Senatorial sleuths 


7 slipped on their best rubbers and started after 
J. P. Morgan & Company again last April, unbeknown to the world at 
large. Since then they have gone through the books and files and look- 
ed under the rugs of the world-famous financial house. What they 
found will be disclosed when Senator Nye gets Mr. Morgan on the stand 
here January 7. . 

One thing which will come out then is the fact that Mr. Morgan’s 
firm is not the same old Morgan’s any more. 

Mr. Nye’s beagles did not need to go into the books to find that 
out. All they had-to do was to open the big front door. Inside, they 
found less activity than in the business offiee of Senator Nye’s Coopers- 
town (N. D.) Daily Bugle. : 

Partitions formerly shielding the offices of multitudinous partners 
have been generally eliminated.

_ Mussolini does not publish casualty 
lists or hospital statistics, and the 
whereabouts of the sick and injured 
is a mystery to the Italian people and 
just none of their business. So far as 
people know, hospital cases are no 
being cared for in Italy, and the si- 
lence regarding the health of two hun- 
dred and fifty thousand men who were 
shipped three thousand miles from 
home is more difficult to fear because 
Ethiopia has been described as a land 
of leprosy, malaria and quaint tropi- 
cal diseases which cause elephantine 
swellings and kill white men over- 


night.

* - rumors in the coun- 
Sick, Injured? try, brought in by 
foreign newspapers, 
of many Italians killed or injured in 
motor transport accidents along moun- 
tain roads and of hospital ships com- 
ing back throngh the Suez canal. But 
apparently the patients never reached 
Italy, and inquisitive people get out 
their maps and speculate as to wheth- 
er Mussolini has set up his hospitals 
on one or more of the ink-dotted is- 
lands in the Aegean. People have no 
way of pooling their uncertainty, be- 
cause they can’t get up meetings or 
otherwise agitate in demand for news 
of the soldiers. Each one’s anxiety is 
strictly his own. 


Not even military observers of for- 
eign nations have been permitted to 
look at the war. It does not follow 
that an army which is doing a good 
job would be glad to expose its secrets 
to military observers of other nations, 
but it certainly does follow that an 
army which is doing a bad job would 
prefer not to reveal its mistakes to 
critical experts. 

The Italian war office is a run- 
around as far as foreign observers 
are concerned, Permission to go to the 
war is not refused. but the day of de- 
parture never comes. This is a new 
kind of warfare in some respects, and 
other nations naturally are curious to 
observe the Italian doghouse tanks 
which they have heard so much about 
and the new roads and the work of 
the bombers and medical service. Ob- 
servers have been around so long now 
that everybody in the foreign news- 
paper corps knows who they are.

under conditions 
which had the ap- 
pearance of deliberate humiliation 
casts doubt on his success as a com- 
mander in chief. He was smuggled 
home, and Marshal Badoglio went out 
to relieve him, 


Mussolini couldn’t afford to bust De 
Bono because that would jar the peo- 
ple’s confidence. But you may be sure 
that if he had won a great triumph 
Mussolini would have hung a collar of 
roses around his neck and kissed him 
with a couple of loud smacks on the 
balcony of his palace. 


De Bono is a regular army man 
but a blackshirt and one of the four 
who led the march on Rome. After 
that he was the head man of the se- 
cret police, which performed in Italy 
the same service that the Ogpu per- 
formed in ussia and Machado’s 
Porra in Cuba. The prestige of the 
blackshirt militia was involved in his 
performance as commander in chief. 


Badoglio is not a blackshirt, and 
one of his first orders after he hit 
Asmara was to stop the personal bal- 
lyhoo for Mussolini’s two boys, Vic- 
torio and Bruno, and his son-in-law, 
Count Ciano. He forbade all individ- 
ual mention, and, though this went 
for everybody, it affected only Mus- 
solini’s boys and Ciano, because they 
were getting it all. 

All three were members of a des- 
perado squadron of bombers, but they 
had had comparatively little expe- 
rience and were not in the same class 
with hundreds of other pilots. Yet from 
the volume of ballyhoo which they re- 
ceived every time they took off the 
ground it looked as if they were fight- 
ing the whole war. At the same time 
the family of a common pick and 
shovel soldier couldn’t even learn 
whether he was dead or alive.

For Family. break for Mussolini's 
family, because a few 

days later the Italians bombed a hos- 
pital at Dessie. Under the new system 
it was consistent to ignore names en- 
tirely, but there is reason to believe 
they were not involved, because gthe 
flight covered 900 kilometers at a high 
altitude and called for expert pilots.

Past, Present and Future of the Islands Discussed in Series of Articles

Americans Invited to Attend the Inauguration Ceremonies in Manila in 


November. 
ARTICLE 32. 

Commentators differ as to what may 
have happened had Dewey not appear- 
ed on the scene at the time the revolu- 
tionists had the Spaniards surround- 
ed and penned in behind the walls of 
the city of Manila. 

Senator Harry Hawes—on this trip 
—an apostle of Philippine independ- 
ence, its outstanding, historian and 
the joint author of the Hawes-Cut- 
ting independence measure, holds that 
independence was virtually won before 
the Spanish fleet was sunk, and that 
the few thousand Sranish troops, 
driven into the walled city by the 
revolutionary army, and outnumbered 
ten to one, would inevitably have 
had to surrender to the siege and that 
this would have been the end of Spain 
in the Philippines. 

Others differ—but all agree that 
when in response to Dewey’s call for 
marines, they came, landed and stood 
between the walled city and the revo- 
lutionary trenches—the end had come. 
Surrender followed, the American 
troops marched in, the Stars and 
Stripes were hoisted over the embat- 
tlements of gray rock fort which for 
more than 300 years had flown the 
symbol of the sovereignty of Spain. 

And as to what happened at this 
juncture there is another difference of 
opinion. ‘ 

With victor, in its grasp, and sur- 
rounding the city in 13 miles of 
trenches, the revolutionists were ready 
to march in with the American troops 
to witness the surrender of the foe 
against which they were arrayed, and 
to defeat which they had made un- 
told sacrifice. 


Why They Were Kept Out. 


They were told to remain in the 
trenches, and that our troops would 
attend to all that was to be done. 

Senator Hawes evidently believes 
that this was an injustice. 

But among those who marched ‘in, 
as the revolutionists remained outside, 
was a young man who had gone over 
with the California volunteers. He 
later became a distinguished citizen 
of Colorado, later United States Sen- 
ater Means from that state—and now 
on this trip to revisit the scenes of 
his war service of 37 years ago. 

I asked him why the revolutionists 
were not permitted to enter the city 
with the American troops. 

“Because if they had, heil would 
have been to pay,” he said. 

“You see,” he continued, “the Fili- 
pinos of that time were vastly differ- 
ent from those of today. Many of them 
were half-savages. There were good 
men and strong men among them, but 
had they gotten into the city that day, 


no power could have controlled their 
emotion or checked their avarice. They 


would have sacked the city, and the 
person or property of no Spaniard, 
man or woman, would have heen safe. 
As it was, everything passed off peace- 
fully and the transition period was 
without harmful incident.” 
Aguinaldo Comes Again. - 

While all this was going on Agui- 
naldo was in Hong Kong. Admiral 
Dewey sent for him, and here there 
is a difference as to whether or not 
he came on the promise of independ- 
ence. He says he did—Dewey said he 
made no such promise. Aguinaldo had 
before been the provisional president. 
A republic was declared by him to 


thousands of his followers, from an 


overhanging veranda of his house in 
Cavite, 

At any rate he came in response to 
Dewey’s request, and for a time co- 
operated in the restoration of peace. 
Meanwhile Dewey had returned to the 
States, and the army was in charge. 
Things did not go to suit Aguinaldo, 
whose dream of absolute independence 
was not materializing. The situation 
went from bad to worse and Aguinal- 
do took to arms again—this time 
against the United States. Sixteen 
thousand Filipinos lost their lives and 
after guerilla warfare of more thas 
two years, Aguinaldo was captured by 
General Funston. becoming thoroughly 
tractable and co-operative, and having 
remained so until the recently created 
Status of independence stirred him 
once more to action—this time against 
Quezon, the Philippine representative 
in Washington, to whom is due, more 
than to anyone else, the final enact- 
ment of the independence measures, 

His hatred of Quezon is intense. 
He was a candidate for the presidency 
against him. The opposition to Que- 
zon polled about one-third of the to- 
tal vote. Aguinaldo charges that the 
election was fraudulent, but this is de- 
nied by those in power. 

At any rate, when all was set. for 
the inauguration, clouds gathered and 
threats were openly made that there 
would be no inauguratiop. Meetings - 
were being held daily at Aguinaldo’s 
house in Cavite—and Something se- 
rious was brewing there,

Every lineman in the state of 
Georgia was pulled into the ice-bound 
Atlanta area by the Southern Bell 
Telephone Company and the Georgia 
Power Company yesterday.

“When we restore power through the 
main line at one sub-station, we have 
made some progress, but not enough. 
For instance, about 6 p. m. we had 
cleared up the trouble at the Piedmont 
sub-station, which feeds the area from 
Ansley Park to Oglethorpe. But that 
doesnt mean that everyone in that 
area is getting service. One fallen 
tree in front of some one’s home may 
rob that home of power. One fallen 
tree at some point may cut off serv- 
ice from a city block or so. 

“All we can do is work everyone 
we can and pray that a wind doesn’t 
come up that will topple over some 
more over those old trees that are 
groaning under their burden of ice.”

McDonald Resigns asC ommissioner 
For Jewish Refugees FromGermany 


NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—(4)—Bilunt- 
ly urging League intercession to halt 
persecution of Jews, James G. Me- 
Donald tonight, resigned as League of 
Nations high commissioner for refu- 
gees from Germany. 

His withdrawal letter to the 


League’s secretary general said the 
aiding of oppressed minorities requir- 
ed “friendly but firm intercession with 
the German government” by the 
League itself, rather than  philan- 
thropy. 

Asserting Jews in Germany are be- 
ing starved and deprived of all eco- 
nomic security, McDonald termed the 
situation a “challenge to the science 
of mankind,” a threat to international 
peace, and a source of injury to other 
states. 

He scored the part he said Germany 
had taken in. making his relief office 
ineffective and appended to his resig- 
nation a resume of German edicts 
which he cited as the root of the nazi 
drive. 

Effect on Civilization. 

In a personal statement issued here, 
the resigning commissioner said he in- 
tended to do “everything I can in a 
personal capacity” to aid refugees. My 
experiences during the past 26 months 


convince me that nothing less is in-| 
volved in this tragedy than principles | 


basic to civilization itself.” 

The “one portentious fact” facing 
the League is that more than 500,00U 
persons, “against whom no charge can 
be made except that they are not 
what the national socialists choose to 
regard as ‘Nordic’ are being crushed,” 
he said in his letter. 

The former chairman of the Wor- 
eign Policy Association returned to 
his home here recently from abroad 
and has asked to be relieved of his 
post December 31. 

“The growing sufferings of the per- 
secuted minority in Germany and the 
menace of the growing exodus call for 
friendly but firm intercession with the 
German governmént, by all pacific 
means, on the part of the League of 
Nations, of its member states and 
other members of the community of 
nations,” he wrote. 

Menace to Peace. 

“Pity and reason alike must in- 
spire the hope that intercession will 
meet with response. Without such 
response, the problems caused by the 
persecution of the Jews and the ‘non- 
Aryans’ will not be solved by philan- 
thropic action, but will continue to 
constitute a danger to international 
peace and a source of injury to the 
legitimate interests of other states.” 

McDonald said his expression was

Jews “Scapegoats.” 


“Again, as so often during their 
long heroic and tragic history, the 
Jewish people are used as the scape- 
goat for. political and partisan pur- 
poses. ., . As in the Middle Ages, 
when they were massacred and ex- 
pelled from German states as the 
cause of the black death, so today 
they are eliminated from the economic 
and cultural life of Germany and de- 
graded on the ground that they were 
the cause of the German humiliation.” 

‘The moral authority of the League 
of Nations and of states members of 
the League must be directed toward 
a determined appeal to the German 
government in the name of humanity 
and of the principles of the public 
law of Europe. 

“They must ask for a modification 
of policies which constitute a source 
of unrest and perplexity in the world, 
a challenge to the conscience of man- 
kind, and a menace to the legitimate 
interests of the states affected by im- 
migration of German refugees.”

LONDON, Dec. 29.—(/)—Tossing 
winter seas tonight delayed the 
Charles A. Lindbergh’s cargo steamer

29.—(/)—A new 
steam engine which uses the sun's 
rays to produce cheap power was dem- 
onstrated today to the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Science, 

Dr. C. G. Abbot, of Washington, 
DD. «., secretary of the Smithsonian 
lustitution and one of the world's 
leading authorities on solar radiation, 
who «designed the machine, declared 
that has possible industrial and 
home uses. With a more crude appa- 
ratus he cooked meals throughout a 
summer at the Mount Wilson Obser- 
vatory in California. 

The idéa of using the sun's heat for 
power is ancient but Dr. Abbot's ma- 
chine is four times more efficient than 
any vet produced, being able to con 
vert 15 per cent of the solar energy 
falling on it into mechanical work. 

The machine consists principally of 
a concave aluminum mirror six feet 
long and two feet wide which focuses 
light falling upon it into a vacuum 
tube running parallel to its length. 
Inside the vaeuum tube a second 
tube coated on u per inside sur- 
face with reflecting material.

Students Put 
S.E.C. Plan 
On T rial 


KANSAS CITY. Dec. 29.—(?)— 
College and university students of the 
nation quiétly chose up sides tonight 
as they prepared to pry into a scho- 
lastic bombshell—the subsidization of 
college athletes. 

Brought to a sudden climax by the 
Southeastern conference’s decision in 
favor of athletic scholarships, the ques- 
tion will be taken up in committee 
by the National Student Federation 
Congress tomorrow. 

Students shied away from guesses 
on the outcome. 

Significant was the fact that to- 
morrow’s conference will hear Dr. F. 
C. Allen, athletic director of the Uni- 
versity of Kansas, who extended “con- 
gratulations” to the Southeastern con- 
ference for its “courage.” 

A year ago a conference of the stu- 
dent federation adopted a_ resolution 
that “payment of athletes should be 
brought out into the open in the form 
of athletic scholarships.” The _ pres- 
ent congress will be asked to affirm 
that recommendation. 

“The decision of the Southeastern 
conference doesn’t disturb us much,” 
said Arthur NorthWood Jr., Prince- 
ton representative. 

“After all, schools might as well 
admit the public to their practices. 
I’d venture that most of the delegates 
would indorse that action.” 

Gunnar Mykland, of the University 
of Kansas, and chairman of the con- 
gress, had a different opinion. 

“More than half of the students 
here probably would vote against open 
subsidization,” Mykland said. “But 
it is a question that has gained sup- 
porters annually. It’s liable to -get 
hot this year.”

Jasper county was created as Ran- 
dolph county in 1807. In 1812 its 
name was changed to Jasper in honor 
of Sergeant William Jasper who, 
when the flag at Fort Moultrie was 
shot from its staff, recovered it at 
the risk of his life and held it aloft 
until a new staff could be procured. 
In 1815, part of the county was join- 
ed to Morgan county, and in 18Z1 
another part of the county was given 
to Newton. It lies in the central 
part of the state and is bounded on 
the northeast by Morgan county, on 
the east by Putnam, on the south by 
Jones, on the southwest by Monroe, 
on the west by Butts and on the 
northwest by Newton. 

The Ocmulgee river separates it 
from Butts county on the west, and 
with its tributaries waters the 
county. 

The lands in the eastern part are 
rolling and very fertile. The south- 
ern part has a gray soil. Cotton, corn, 
wheat, oats, rye, barley, sweet and 
Irish potatoes, sugarcane and sorghum 
are the principal crops. Much hay 
is cured and marketed. Apples, 
peaches and grapes are shipped in 
great quantities. 

Monticello is the county seat of 
Jasper county an@ other principal 
communities are Hillsboro, Shadydale 
and Macher. 

The county roads are kept in ex- 
cellent condition. 

The population of Jasper county is 
8,686. Jasper county has 1,147 farms. 

There are few counties in the state 
richer than Jasper in the shrines of 
Revolutionary patriots. The graves in 
which these stern heroes of independ- 
ence sleep are not only well kept but 
are marked by substantial monuments.
